Assemblyman 
Helps Youth 


A package of four measures 
providing three alternatives for 
broadening citizenship rights 
for 18 year-olds has been intro- 
duced by Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos. 

Vasconcellos pointed out that 
about 1 million Californians 
aged 18-21 do not participate 
in governmental decisions be- 
cause “....we tax many of 
them and ask them to fight for 
us, and still deny them the right 
to vote. We condemn their civil 
disobedience, tell them _ to 
change the laws instead. Yet we 
deny them access to the voting 
booth, the law-changer, the 
foundation of democrucy.” 

He holds that voting rights 
for 18 year-olds are essential 
“even if further adult status is 
denied to them.” 

On the other hand, the As- 
semblyman held that youth 
should bear the burdens, inclu- 
ding contract responsibilities 
and obligations and debt liabil- 
ities, as well as share in the 
privileges of adulthood—‘‘any- 
thing less would be inconsistent 
and unfair.”

The play’s plot is double in 
nature, It features a young 
English professor who is deter-

The theme is expressed in 
the following exchange between 
an administrator, Ed, and the 
professor, Tom: 


Ed — “That’s a dangerous 
thing to bring up.” 
Tom — ‘‘That’s a dangerous 


thing to keep down. I’m fight- 
ing for a teacher’s rights. But 
if you want to make it politi- 
cal, all right. You can’t sup- 
press ideas because you don’t 
like them — not in this coun- 
try — not yet. This is a uni- 
versity! It’s our business to 
bring what light we can into 
this muddled world — to try to 
follow truth!” 


Mr. Blaustone, director of 
the play, feels that the theme 
is extremely relevant to to- 
day’s student. “Students are 
now doing away with the hy- 
pocrisy and untruths in our 
society,” he explained. “They 
are searching for social stability 
and trying to view society’as it 
really is — not as one might 
wish it to be. Truth is what is 
happening in this play.” 

When asked if he felt that 
a play like this was perhaps 
needed more at a conservative 
campus such as Santa Ana Col- 
lege than at most colleges, he 
replied, “I don’t think so. It’s 
not needed more here than any- 
where else. However, this is a 
play that students can allign 
themselves with and at the same 
time be completely entertain- 
ed.” 

There is a strong comic ele 
ment to “The Male Animal,’ 
and Blaustone feels this 
strengthens both the plot and 
theme. “The comic spirit under- 
scores the seriousness of the 
whole play. This makes the play 
a more palatable potion and the 
purpose of the authors none- 
theless comes across strong and 
serious.”

SENATE RESPONDS TO 
“BALKING DUTY” 

Last week’s EL DON pub- 
lished a story, “Senate Balks 
in Duty’. My main reason for 
writing this letter deals with 
what you quoted Larry Ribal 
as saying. I feel a great injus- 
tice was done here. Not by EL 
DON but by Larry Ribal. He 
completely misrepresented the 
feelings of the Senate when he 
said, ‘The Senators completely 
absolved me....due to their 
feelings that there was no true 
case against me....’’ Had the 
Senate felt that ‘‘There was no 
true case” against Larry Ribal 
we would not have abstained. 
On the contrary, the vote 
would have been unanimously 
against impeachment. Larry Ri- 
bal was at the closed session 
meeting the Senate called. He 
was well aware of why we 
would not vote against impea- 
chment — THere was, in fact, a 
true case against Larry Ribal, 
President Pro Tem of the Sen- 
ate, for conduct unbecoming — 
namely that he is alledged to 
have dropped below 10% units 
willfully and tried to cover this 
fact. - 

I feel a small number of Sen- 
ators would have voted ‘No’ ir- 
regardless of evidence presen- 
ted but those Senators who 
wanted to vote ‘Yes’ (For Im- 
peachment) did not because of 
the fact that at least one mem- 


ber of the Supreme Court and 
quite possibly more than one 
has voiced strong opinion con- 
cerning the charges. The Con- 
stitution calls for a vote of 4 
of 5 by the court for conviction 
on impeachments. We abstain- 
ed because we felt this case 
would not in justice go before 
all members of the court. 

I would also like to make it 
quite clear to each and every 
interested student on this cam- 
pus that the Senate was not 
dealing with the fact that Lar- 
ry Ribal was only taking 8 
units. This point comes directly 
to the court by the Commiss- 
ioner of Justice. The Senate 
can deal only with ‘conduct un- 
becoming’ which is what we 
did. The Commissioner of Jus- 
tice is presently fulfilling his 
obligation by in fact bringing 
these charges against Larry Ri- 
bal.

“CHOSEN FEW” TO SUE 
REGARDING 


LOTTERY SYSTEM 


Dear Fellow Students: 

On Wednesday, March 4 six 
other young men and I will en- 
ter Federal District Court in 
San Francisco requesting that 
Judge George B. Harris issue 
a temporary restraining order 
enjoining Selective Service in 
the State of California from 
issuing any further induction 
orders. 

The seven plaintiffs, who 
have been called the Chosen 
Few, are suing for declaratory 
relief from a lottery system 
which is non-random and there- 
fore weighs. more heavily on 
certain individuals. We are fi- 
ling this class action suit on 
behalf of all men in California 
who were born in the last four 
months of the year and re- 
cieved lottery numbers of 122 
or less. Because of the thought- 
less manner in which the lot- 
tery was conducted a man born 
in December was twice as like- 
ly to be drawn early in the lot- 
tery as was a man born in Jan- 
uary. 

The request for a tempora- 
ry restraining order to be 
heard Wednesday is the first 
step in having the December 
1, 1969, lottery declared ille- 
gal. While we may not gain im- 
mediate victory at this level of 
the court system, we intend to 
push the case to the highest 


,court if necessary. We think 


‘the chances for eventual vic- 
‘tory are good. To do this we are 
in great need of funds since 
the expenses of litigation are 
considerable. We ask that all 
students support this effort to

Service System that callously 
and illegaly manipulates their 
lives.

Own Purpose By Bank Burning

In the stone age, men with 
opposing views settled their dif- 
ferences by brute force and 
show of physical strength. 
Children will often fight physi- 
cally over a toy or piece of 
candy, and many times the ob- 
ject originally desired is de- 
stroyed in the conflict, in other 
words ,winning is more impor- 
tant than the prize, or the met- 
hods used to obtain it. 

On February 25th in the 
small town of Isla-Vista, a mob, 
comprised partially of stu- 
dents from the nearby Univer- 
sity of California destroyed the 
Bank of America in that city.

Who was really hurt? The Bank 
of America with its heavily in- 
sured assets? The Isla Vista 
branch is a small operation in 
a city of less than 12,000. The 
branch was not extremely 
profitable and as far as the 
Bank of America in general is 
concerned, there was little 
monetary loss. A family that 
wished to withdraw money, pur- 
chase food stamps or cash a 
check would have been imcon- 
venienced, all the small busi- 
nesses and little people in the 
community would be in finan- 
cial difficulty since the Bank 
of America is the only banking 
facility in that town. 

It is interesting to note that 
the same people who profess a 
desire to end a war which has 
been called immoral and sense- 
less, have themselves declared 
war on a peacefui society, sett- 
ling their differences like mem- 
bers of the prehistoric ‘estab- 
lishment’. Are these the bene- 


fits of high education — a rock 
throwing mob crying ‘“‘Peace!’’? 
Violence is not the answer. 

If these people were as ideal- 
istic as they pretended to be, 
they would not stoop to the 
very means they cry out 
against. These ‘Idealists’ are 
protesting a hypocrisy so great 
that it is equal to their own. If 
a person is against something 
it pays to reason — a thing so 
foreign to our society, both pro 
and antti-establishment. Att any 
rate one war will not solve an- 
other.

These values should also 
receive emphasis by in-service 
workshops and other develop- 
mental programs. Personal 
character of an_ acceptable 
quality to serve as an example 
to American youth often deter- 
mines the success or failure of 
a teacher in teaching subject 
matter as well as in contribut- 
ing to moral development. 
Character, therefore, should 
invariably be an important con- 
sideration in the employment 
of a teacher. 

“The teacher education in- 
stitutions should consider char- 
acter, along with scholarship 
and teaching skills, in the selec- 
‘tion of students, in judging the 
competence of student teachers, 
and in the recommendation of 
prospective teachers to boards 
of education. 

“School administrators, hav- 
ing placed an emphasis on 
character in the selection pro- 
cess, should encourage teach- 
ers to use initiative and imagi- 
nation in the development of 
their subject matter in ways 
which teach moral and spiritual 
values.”

The championships will take 
place at Bakersfield with 16 
wrestlers participating in each 
weight class. The Dons only 
qualified three men, but all 
have excellent chances at the 
state title. 

‘Last Friday, the Dons finish- 
ed fourth overall in the South- 
ern California regions with 48 
points. San Bernardino took 
first with 70 points followed 
by Cypress with 57. Reverside 
ended up third with 51 points, 
just ahead of Santa Ana, 
Things could be diffeernt in to- 
day’s state meet though. 

Pat Burris, at 150 pounds, 
ran his season record to 32-1 
with two falls and a decision 
win in Southern Cals last week- 
end. Pat also won the South 
Coast Conference one week 
earlier.
